imUJfJj  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  19  61 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  19 61. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  was 
17 , 880 ,  a  decrease  of  330  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year* 


It  Is  of  interest  to  remind  you  of  the  fluctuations 
in  the  population  during  the  last  30  years.  Frcm  17,3^0 
in  1930  the  number  fell  steadily  to  16,050  in  194-0! 
thereafter  a  gradual  increase  to  18,530  in  1952  and  this 
in  turn  followed  by  a  regular  drop  to  the  present  year!s 
figure.  Every  year  since  1930  the  number  of  births  has 
exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  end  in  the  last  ten  years 
alone  the  excess  amounts  to  621.  One  wonders  what  are  the 
causes  of  the  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

266  births,  of  which  10  were  illegitimate,  were 
registered  during  the  year  and  there  were  237  deaths  frcm 
all  causes. 

The  crude  birth  rate,  14*88,  has  increased  by  0*44 
per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  i960.  When 
this  figure  (14*88)  is  multiplied  by  the  birth  comparability 
factor  (1.16)  the  resultant  figure  of  17-26  is  then 
comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  'Tales  (17*4) 
or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  3 * &3%  of 
the  total  live  births. 
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There  were  2  still  births  during  the  year  giving  a 
still  birth  rate  of  7.3  (per  1,000  live  and  still  births). 

The  England  and  Wales  rate  was  lo#7* 

The  number  of  deaths,  237,  ^as  slightly  higher  than 
i.of  Vear  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  13.21  cr  en 
adjusted  death  rate  of  10.17.  The  England  and  Wales  rate 

was  12,0. 

The  snail  increase  in  the  number  of  deauns  was  due 
in  the  main  to  two  categories  (a)  "other  defined  ana  1  x- 
defined  diseases"  -  plus  12,  (t>)  "all  other  acciaen 

plus  7. 

Influenza  was  responsible  for  8  deaths  and  pneumonia 
for  20  deaths. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age; 
five  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  nit,  on®  ln 
the  second  week  of  life  end  one  at  the  age  of  2  months.  ^ 

This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  26.32,  tne  England 
and  Wales  rate  being  21.4  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The 
Suses  of  death  were  prematurity  (5)  oon^f,!  W-L  *  —sc 

(1)  and  meningitis  and  meningonyrf ocele  {X).

Scarlet  Fever 


The  majority  of  the  cases,  -which  were  all  mild  in 
character,  occurred  in  the  Ilocker ing  area.  The  first 
cases  occurred  before  Easter  and  the  disease  lingered 
on,  despite  the  Easter  break,  throughout  the  major  part 
of  the  summer  term. 


Measles 


Showed  its  usual,  high  incidence  in  alternate  years  and 
whooping  cough  in  a  mild  form  was  fairly  prevalent. 

Dysentery 

Showed  a  welcome  drop  to  7  canes  as  a. gainst  2+0  last 
year.  The  only  common  link  in  the  cases  appeared  to  be  a 
trader1  s  roundsman  though  examination  of  his  stools  gave 
a  negative  re  silt. 
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Pood  Poisoning 

The  solitary  case  was  definitely  imported  as  the 
individual  developed  symptons  in  a  few  hours  of  his 
return  hone  from  holiday,  A  son,  who  had  also  been  on 
holiday,  developed  a  mild  form  of  the  disease  within  two 
days,  and  the  w± fe  of  the  case  was  a  symptomless  excreter 
for  some  time.

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There  were  no  notifications  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  in  fact  there  have  been  only  two 
notifications  of  this  category  in  the  pas u  f  our  years* 

The  enormous  transformation  can  be  realised  when  I  remind 
you  that  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  responsible  for 
6  nctif ica.tions  in  1951  14-  notifications  in  1941* 

Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one  female  and 
one  male,  occurred  in  the  staff  of  Beech  house,  Gresoenhall* 
In  I960  an  elderly  (80)  female  inmate  of  Beech  House  was 
diagnosed  as  suffering  frem  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
later  died*  There  appeared  to  be  no  connection  between 
the  inmate  and  the  staff. 

In  i960  tuberculosis  skin  tests  were  offered  to  all 
the  staff  of  Beech  House,  and  any  brisk  reactors  were 
seen  by  the  Chest  Physician*  Unfortunately  tne  female 
member  of  the  staff  did  not  avail  nerself  of  chis  .._r * 

The  results  of  tests  were  reported  in  my  annual  report 

for  i960* 

The  Minature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Beech 
House  in  the  summer  of  1961  -  nothing  of  any  significance 
was  found* 


There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the 

year*

As  in  previous  years,  children  who  gave  a  brisk 
preliminary  skin  test  were  X-rayed  by  Dr.  Barren  at  the 
Dereham  Hospital*  It  v/as  not  considered  necessary  to 
follow  up  any  of  these  cases* 


CANCER  OP  THE  LUNG-

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  schemes  during 
the  year.  The  following  tables  show  the  various 
immunisations  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  and 
the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  These  tables  do 
not  give  a  complete  picture  as  one  general  practitioner 
submits  no  records  of  immunisations  and  vaccinations 
performed.  Further,  no  records  are  supplied  by  the 
Medical  Officer,  R.A.F*  Swanton  Morley,  except  in  cases 
where  I  have  requested  him  to  carry  -  out  a  certain 
procedure  and  return  the  record  card  to  me*  This  difficulty 
has  been  represented  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  with  a 
view  to  the  matter  being  taken  up  at  higher  levels. 

The  format  of  returns  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  changed  this  year  and  strict  comparism 
with  tables  in  previous  annual  reports  is  not  possible* 
Nevertheless  the  tables  indicate  that  there  has  been  a 
drop  in  the  number  of  infants  immunised  against  diphtheria 
in  their  first  year  of  life. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  protection  of 
school  children  against  tetanus.  The  response  shown  by 
adults  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  it  is  disappointing 
to  learn  from  general  practitioners  that  quite  a  large 
number  of  adults  do  not  couplet e  the  course  of  three 
injections. 

Y/ith  regard  to  poliomyelitis  the  only  change  is  that 
a  fourth  injection  has  now  been  made  available  for 
children  aged  5  to  12*

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of  a  female  social  worker.

The  United  Dairies  Milk  Depot  decided  not  to  discharge 
effluent  into  the  new  scheme  at  the  outset,  but  agreea  to 
make  a  capital  contribution  towards  the  installation  of _ 
larger  tanks  which  would  be  capable  of  dealing  wi  i  c  eir 
effluent  at  a  future  date*  In  such  an  eventuality  it 
probably  means  an  extra  filter  bed  would  be  needed* 

During  the  year  the  Minister*  s  approval  was  obtained  aid 
tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  work. 

Lit  chain  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal  Scneme 

This  scheme  has  now  been  prepared  end  submitted  to 
the  Ministry*  Agreement  has  been  reached  on  the  purchase 
of  land  and  approvals  have  been  received  from  the  Planning 
Authority,  the  Great  Ouse  Rivers  Board,  and  the  Upper  Bar 
Internal  Drainage  Board. 

A  local  investigation  by  one  of  the  Minister*  s 
Inspectors  is  now  awaited* 

Sliipdhrun  Sewerage  Sz  Sewage  Disposal  Gcheme 

A  scheme  for  the  village  of  Shipdham  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Engineer,  Norfolk  County 
Council,  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  the 
Norfolk  County  Council,  Negotiations  are  proceeding  for 
the  purchase  of  land,  and  the  proposals  will  shortly  be 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Authority,  the  East  buff  elk  & 
Norfolk  Rivers  Board  and  the  Shipdham  Parish  Council* 

When  the  negotiations  have  been  completed  the  scheme 
mil  be  submitted  to  the  Minister* 


Hockering  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 


A  scheme  for  the-  village  of  Hockering  has  been 
prepared  in  my  department,  and  has  been  approved  by  the 
Council*  Consideration  was  given  ..to  constructing  one 
disposal  works  to  serve  both  Hockering  and  Mattishall, 
but  on  investigation  it  was  found  to  be  more  economical 
to  construct  a  separate  works  for  each  village,  as  under 
these  conditions -the  Hockering  Scheme  will  not  require 
pumps,  whereas  otherwise  pumps  and  a  long  length  of 
pumping  main  would  have  been  required. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  land 
and  securing  access,  and  proposals  have  been  seibmitted  to 
the  Hockering  Parish  Council,  The5^  mil  shortly  be 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Authority,  the  East  Suffolk  & 
Norfolk  Rivers  Board,  and  the  River  Pen  sum  Internal 
Drainage  Board.  When  these  have  been  satisfactorily 
completed  with  all  these  Authorities,  the  scheme  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Minister. 


Mat ti shall  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Preliminary  investigations  have  been  carried  out  in 
nonnection  with  this  scheme,  and  possible  sites  for  the 
disposal  works  are  being  considered.

Work  by  a  private  company,  to  develop  a  site  for 
28  bungalows  at  Swanton  Morley,  to  be  known  as  Lincoln*  s 
Close,  commenced  during  the  year.  In  the  absence  of  a 
public  sewer,  the  developer  submitted  proposals  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  and  a  disposal  works  to  the 
Council !  s  satisfaction,  which  will  be  taken  over  and 
maintained  by  the  Council  on  completion  of  the  bungalow 
development.

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CLEM8ING  SCHEME 


General 

The  Vehicle  Depot  at  Rushmeadow  Road,  Seaming , 
is  nearing  ccmpletion  and  -we  expect  to  be  in  occupation 
early  in  the  new  year.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for 
the  tools  and  equipment. 

I  reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year  on  the 
unsatisfactory  method  of  refuse  disposal,  and  the 
Clerk  and  I  were  authorised  to  approach  the  East 
Dereham  Urban  District  Council  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  joining  with  that  Authority  in  the  use 
of  the  refuse  tip  which  they  were  about  to  purchase 
at  Beet ley. 

During  the  year  we  experimented  successfully 
with  Alamask,  a  deodorant  which  we  found  effectively 
counteracts  the  smells  encountered  when  the 
cesspool  is  being  emptied,  but  on  an  economic 
consideration  we  restrict  it  to  essential  sites. 

It  is  particularly  useful  where  we  have  to  empty 
slaughterhouse  cesspools. 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  hand 
cleansing  by  the  operatives  on  our  cleansing 
vehicles,  which  are  now  provided  with  industrial 
skin  cleanser  from  a  dispenser  and  a  supply  of 
paper  towels.  The  skin  cleanser  does  not  require 
water,  and  this  facility  has  been  well  received 
by  the  crews;  in  one  case  at  least  it  is 
credited  with  having  cleared  up  dermatitus. 

Maintenance  of  Vehicles 

Tifhilst  the  night  soil  vehicles  and  cesspool  emptier 
can  be  maintained  due  to  the  hours  of  v/ork,  difficulty  is 
experienced  where  the  refuse  vehicles  are  concerned. 
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Although  alternate  Saturday  mornings  are  set  aside 
for  this  purpose ,  during  the  past  year,  owing  to 

sickness,  bad  weather,  vehicles  being  bogged  down  on 
the  pits,  etc.,  this  time  has  had  to  be  used  to  bring 
the  rounds  up  to  schedule.  With  the  vehicles  requiring 
more  repairs  as  they  become  older,  consideration  must 
soon  be  given  to  the  need  for  purchasing  a  spare  refuse 
vehicle. 


Staff  -  Cleansing  Department 

During  the  year  20 A  days  were  lost  through  sickness 
in  addition  to  the  145  days  annual  holidays  and  75  days 
statutory  holidays.  A  total  of  424  working  days,  this 
represents  the  hours  which  would  be  worked  by  1.6  men  or 
10.  of  the  labour  force.  Sickness  alone  represented 
the  hours  which  would  have  been  worked  by  0.78  men,  or 
5*2Jd  of  the  labour  force. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  fortnightly  collection  wa s  maintained  throughout 
the  year,  and  I  -am  still  concerned  about  the  dustbin 
situation  mentioned  in  the  previous  report.  I  am 
gathering  information  on  this  subject  from  other 
Authorities  and  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  present  a 
report  and  seme  recommendations  to  the  Council  early  in 
the  new  year,  with  a  view  to  tackling  this  problem. 

Night  Soil  Collection  and  Cesspool  iliptying 

The  weekly  night  soil  collection  has  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  year,  from  an  average  of  3,500  houses. 

2005  cesspool  servicings  were  made,  compared  with 
1697  during  i960. 

121  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Refuse 
and  Night  Soil  collection  services,  including  the 
inspection  of  tips. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  cesspool 
emptyings  has  again  increased,  and  I  do  not  anticipate 
any  alteration  in  this  trend  until  the  Litcham  &  North 
Elmham  Sewerage  Schemes  are  in  operation.  Prom  a  labour 
point  of  view,  the  cesspool  emptying  staff  are  to  be 
commended  on  their  increased  efficiency  in  absorbing  a 
large  proportion  of  this  increase.  The  remainder  has  been 
done  by  an  occasional  use  of  the  night  soil  vehicles  on 
overtime.  ...  . 

The  night  soil  collections  are  now  being  carried 
out  mainly  during  the  night  (commencing  at  1.30  a.m. ),  sc 
that  they  are  completed  before  noon.  As  far  as  I  can 
ascertain,  this  night  working  is  preferred  by  the  general- 
public.

There  continues  to  be  a  need  for  sites  for 
residential  purposes  in  the  district.  One  site  for  9  vans 
at  Swan  ton  Moriey  has  received  Planning  permission  for 
3  years  on  condition  that  it  be  allowed  to  run  down  in 
that  time,  .and  the  other  site  owner  at  North  Elmham  reduced 
his  application  from  12  to  6.  In  my  view  the  effect  of  this 
will  be  the  appearance  of  more  single  vans  at  isolated  points 
throughout  the  district. 

During  the  year  16  licences  were  issued,  and  3 
isolated  vans  w/ere  found  parked  without  permission.  Of 
these,  one  case  wa.s  taken  to  court  and  the  site  occupier 
was  fined  £2,  but  the  caravan  which  is  most  dilapidated 
remained  on  site;  one  van  w as  removed  after  prolonged 
informal  action;  and  the  other  case  is  pending. 

Court  action  was  taken  primarily  to  secure  the 
removal  of  the  van  and  we  were  disappointed  to  find  that 
the  magistrates  had  no  such  power  under  the  n,ct«  The 
matter  has  now  been  re^r-eed  to  the  Planning  Authority 
for  consideration  ^mder  the  Town  &  County  Planning  Acts. 

It  would  seem  ^viat  our  only  redress  under  the  new  Act  is 
tv-  ti™>e  to  take  Court  action  in  the  hope  that  the 
offender  wo.ll  find  the  site  uneconomic  and  remove  the  van. 
i  suggest  this  is  cumbersome  and  highlights  a  failing  in 
the  Act  o  This  van  first  appeared  on  site  in  May  and  it 
is  still  there. 

It  is  our  practice  when  a  van  is  found  on  an 
unauthorised  site  to  advise  the  occupier  of  the  location  of 
a  licensed  site.  The  possible  closing  of  the  site  at  Swanton 
Moriey  and  the  reduction  in  numbers  of  the  site  at 
North  Elmham  mil  mean  that  we  shall  not  be  able  to  assist  in 
this  way  in  future.

The  main  borehole  pump  became  choked  due  to  the 
formation  of  scale  on  the  impellor  blades,  and  this  was 
lifted,  repaired  and  replaced  by  the  Council*  s  staff. 
There  was  no  inconvenience  to  consumers  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  Y/ere  able  to  install  the  spare  pump  and  there 
was  sufficient  water  tank  storage. 


Matt  i  shall 

This  pump  had  been  giving  trouble  for  some  time  due 
to  occasional  tripping  out  at  irregular  intervals.  The 
pump  was  removed  and  sent  to  the  makers  for  overhaul, 
where  it  was  found  that  the  thrust  bearing  was  worn. 
Following  repair  the  pump  is  now  back  in  operation. 

There  was  no  inconvenience  to  the  consumers,  again  due  to 
the  storage  capacity  and  the  use  of  the  spare  pump. 


byng 

The  Lyng  pump  failed  suddenly  and  as  the  village  is 
on  a.  pressure  set  supply,  the  consumers  were  without 
water  for  5  hours  whilst  the  pump  was  removed  and  the 
spare  pump  installed.  Nevertheless  this  time  conpared 
favourable  with  the  time  which  would  be  taken  on 
repairing  a  burst  main. 

The  unit  was  returned  to  the  works  and  it  was 
discovered  that  the  motor  required  rewinding.  On  enquiry 
I  find  that  this  is  due  to  the  amount  of  scale  deposit  in 
this  particular  water,  and  we  are  advised  in  such  cases 
to  withdraw  the  unit  regularly  to  de-scale  the  rotor.  In 
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view  of  this  the  manufacturers  have  offered  to  let 
Mr  Stevenson  attend  their  works  for  instruction  cn  the 
maintenance  which  he  could  carry  out  without  returning  the 
units  to  them  for  repair,  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to 
send  him  during  the  next  year*  The  repaired  pump  has  just 
been  returned,  and  will  be  instailed  in  the  near  future* 


Rougham 


The  Rougham  pump  began  to  show  signs  of  failure,  and 
it  was  lifted,  inspected  and  returned  to  the  makers  for 
overhaul  and  repair*  Once  again  the  consumers  were 
without  water  because  there  wras  no  storage,  but  your  staff 
worked  late  and  resumed  supply  by  9*0  p.m,  on  the  same 
evening*  This  pump  has  been  in  operation  for  7  years  in 
an  aggressive  water,  and  many  of  the  moving  parts  have  to 
be  replaned.  It  is  at  present  with  the  manufacturers 
undergoing  repair* 


G-eneral 

The  Matt ish all,  fyng  and  Rougham  breakdowns  all 
occurred  within  a  short  space  of  time,  so  that  we  were 
left  without  any  further  spare  pumps  in  the  event  of 
another  failure.  The  manufacturers  kindly  loaned  us  a 
unit,  which  has  been  kept  in  store  as  a  spare  in  the 
event  of  a  further  emergency.  So  far  this  has  fortunately 
not  been  required. 

Mains  Bursts 

There  have  been  no  major  mains  bursts  during  the  year. 

Headworks 

The  severe  frost  at  the  end  of  the  year  caused  a 
burst  in  the  rising  main  at  North  Elmham,  although  this  is 
both  boxed  and  lagged,  it  the  time  of  preparing  the  report 
we  have  not  ascertained  the  extent  of  the  damage  but  no 
inconvenience  has  been  caused  to  consumers  because  we  were 
able  to  utilize  alternative  arrangements  made  for  an  eventuality 
such  as  this.
